Thk people of our section are 
opening their eyes and awaking to 
the fact that indirectly they are 
paying an enormous road tax in 
broken harness, broken wagons, 
broken down horses and wearied 
drivers every time they have to 
haul over our mud thoroughfares. 
And notwithstanding the damages 
thus sustained they accomplish less 
than half they could with good 
roads. The writer witnessed a case 
• few days ago that illustrates 
plainly the fact that with mud 
roads the man who has to hanl 
over them is laboring under a 
heavy handicap. A man had in 
four good mules and on his wagon 
12 railroad ties—all they Could 
pull. He was hauling the ties at 
10 cents a piece, which was *1.20 
for the trip of 10 miles, eight 
either w».y. JuBt think of it, driv¬ 
er, four mules and wagon earning 
only 91 JO per diem, because he 
could make only one load a day. 
With a good hard pike he could 
have hauled at least 20 ties, yes 
24 of them, and easily made two 
trips, which would have brought 
him $4.80. Anybody can see the 
difference in good and bad roads 
and realize alao that the better 
roads are the cheapest in the long 
ran. We call attention to these 
things now because at next Novem¬ 
ber election we will have the chance 
of voting as to whether or not we 
ahatl have good roads, and all 
ahonld vote for the privilege of 
having them. The tax to build 
them would be a mere bagatelle 
compared with the breakdowns 
and damages sustained on bad 
roads, and the man who owns 
most must p*y most. That is as 
it should be and yet the tenant 
and amall farmer will share the" 
advantages equally with him.
